HE architecture of 1955 did not include any real masterpieces but there was generally consolidation of 

ground gained. More architects appeared to be able to take their cliches or leave them; and a tendency 
to let good materials speak for themselves seemed to us to have increased. But it all depends on which 
buildings you look at. In place of Queen Anne fronts with Mary Anne backs we still have numerous four- 
square Georgian backsides. 

But there is evidence that the same powerful digestive juices that served us in the XVIIIth century are 
today at work on the modern idiom, although looking through our pictures we notice that too many 
promising designs have been abruptly guillotined at roof level where the W. German and Swiss archi- 
tects would have finished them off more agreeably. 

To those familiar with the best European examples we must still appear what Roman Britain was to Rome 

Rome Railway Station still has us beat. 

This issue is devoted to what is hoped is a sufficiently representative selection of buildings completed 
last year.

EXHIBITION OF MODERN 
BRITISH ARCHITECTURE 


It must be five years since I heard a whisper that the 
Arts Council was considering the production of an 
exhibition of Modern British Architecture. Now, sud- 
denly, it is almost upon us and will open at the Council’s 
Gallery in St. James’s Square on February 3. The 
exhibition will be mainly photographic and the material 
has been selected by John Summerson, Furneaux 
Jordan, J. M. Richards and Peter Shepheard. The hand- 
book, for it is to be more than a catalogue, has been 
edited by John Summerson. The exhibition is designed 
to record the most significant British achievements in 
architecture between 1945 and 1955 and to indicate the 
trends that are regarded as of lasting importance. The 
layout of the exhibition has been designed by Trevor 
Dannatt. Although the MARS Group is not mentioned 
in the official news of this enterprise it might almost 
be called a MARS exhibition for all the members of the 
selection committee are MARS members and Trevor 
Dannatt is the group’s secretary. The Arts Couneil is 
to be congratulated on its approach to the problem. 
Let us hope that it has been able to make available 
sufficient money for the job to be done properly. 


HOLLAND PARK YOUTH 
HOSTEL 

| hear that there was a lively debate at a public 
meeting organised by the Kensington Society last week 
to hear Sir Hugh Casson talk about his (and Neville 
Conder’s) design for the Holland Park Youth Hostel. 

High light of the evening was a cut and thrust 
between two members of the Kensington Borough 
Council: one made a whole series of allegations about 
the Hostel while the other demolished his case point by 
point. The demolisher it appears was also a member of 
the L.C.C. Town Planning Committee. 

Various architects in the area rallied to Sir Hugh’s 
cause and this | am told caused whispered comment 
among a section of the audience. 

My spy tells me that clearly the main objection is to 
having a youth hostel in Holland Park at all. From 
some remarks heard it was clear that some Kensington 
residents regard such places as second only to a tramps’ 
doss house. 

Mr. Geoffrey Jellicoe who was in the chair said in 
his summing up that he was a member of the Royal 
Fine Arts Commission and had been present when the 
scheme was considered. The Commission did not often 
praise the design of buildings placed before it but, as 
has been reported before, this design was an exception. 

The whole question has now been fully aired and 
debated. In my opinion the K.B.C. and those who side 
with them have not a leg to stand on. Let the chattering 
cease and the work proceed!

A NEW CUNARDER II 


Mr. P. Colwyn Foulkes letter to the Manchester 
Guardian upon which I commented two weeks ago 
brought two more letters to the M.G. Both appeared 
to agree with Mr. Foulkes but each used his letter to 
launch a different attack. The first took the line that the 
decorations of some of our modern transatlantic liners 
at least gave warning of what Canadians and Ameri- 
cans might expect to find in our hotels, restaurants, 
shops and above all our English homes. I think this is 
rather an unkind dig. It may be true as a general picture 
but it is not true of the best in any of the categories. 
Our transatlantic liners should represent the best we 
have to offer and this they most certainly do not. The 
second letter suggests that there is something wrong 
with Mr. Foulkes taste and judgment when he des- 
cribes our vessels as “Some of the finest-looking ships 
afloat”. And alleges that British ship designers are 
lagging woefully behind their Italian, French and even 
American competitors. 

Presumably this gentleman is referring to our de- 
signers in general. Maybe the new Cunarders are a little 
conservative and old-fashioned in appearance, maybe 
the detailing of the Royal Yacht Britannia is a bit 
clumsy and the upper works rather boxy, but there are 
good examples. Even if there were not the most clumsy 
and old-fashioned of our new ships when seen against 
the flashiest streamliner is not a tenth as disgracing as 
our “period” interiors are when compared with the 
world’s best—and our best are among them. 


ADVISORY SERVICE ON 
CANTEENS 


Free service of most kinds in these days usually has 
some snag or other, some implied obligation, or some 
spider and fly connection. It is a pleasure to find some- 
thing as altruistic as Lyons Industrial Canteens 
Advisory Service. This service exists for architects and 
business firms who run their own canteens—canteen 
contractors and those whose canteens are run by con- 
tractors are excluded. 

The service includes advice on the planning and 
layout of new kitchens and canteens including the type 
of equipment to be installed. Information on the elec- 
trical loading, gas consumption, water consumption, 
etc., of various equipment can also be provided. 

When the final plan is agreed the Service will suggest 
names of suppliers and when quotations are received the 
Service will examine them and advise on them. The 
Service is not confined to large items but extends to 
pots, pans, crockery, etc., and furniture. 

Advice is also given on canteen re-organisation and 
re-equipment.

Necessity of P.R.A.’s

taste for the P.R.A.’s performances with a haze of partial 
approval, his criticisms predominate and he is finally left 
wondering “ whether the P.R.A. can possibly make the 
grade as a Good Thing”. The wisdom of Gamaliel would 
supply an answer. The public are not fools and can enjoy 
a joke or appreciate an argument just as well—dare | sug- 
gest it?—as an Architect. 

Can anyone deny that Modernism has now won the 
twentieth century Battle of the Styles? There are obvious 
dangers in a victory so complete that it cannot be challenged. 
Just as a Government needs an Opposition, so the Contem- 
poraries (horrid word) need their full share of de-bunking, 
from whatever quarter it comes. Lord knows they have 
faults enough; a desperate eagerness to seize on “ the latest ” 
ideas—how soon they become clichés!—a pathetic belief 
that if proportions are only crude and brutal enough some- 
one will experience an aesthetic thrill; a ‘sameness’ which 
has virtually brought us to the pitch where it is impossible 
to recognize an individual's touch on a building; and so on. 

So it isn’t necessary to gag the P.R.A. yet; nor to hope 
that he will “ keep quiet, take advice (good heavens!) and 
confine himself to uncontroversial statements...” If his 
darts should sometimes miss their target, this will be obvious 
enough, while the ones that hit the bullseye may help to 
keep Mr. Street on his toes and the feet of a few potential 
clients on terra firma.

The Green Architect 
Dear Sir,—The only mistake Green Architect made was 

to allow his keenness to justify himself as an Architect in 

undertaking a job to override his better judgment. 

A moment's thought and enquiry would have enabled 
him to tell his client that if £2,500 was his maximum 
expenditure for a home and appendages, i.e. fencing, foot- 
paths, etc., his only chance of success would be by buying 
* off the peg We hear a good deal about “* public com- 
plaints” of the kind you discuss in your leading article: 
let us then look at it from another angle. 

The man who wants a home, other than by leasing, has 
four ways of getting one: 

1. off the peg, on a spec. builder's estate, 

2. a “special” home offered by a spec. builder, 

3. asking a builder to produce something like a plan 
seen in a magazine or drawn by himself, 
employ an Architect. 

If he goes to an Architect, cannot that Architect assume 
that he is sufficiently intelligent to have fully considered the 
step he has taken in relation to other possibilities and risks, 
and to know why he has chosen to use the services of an 
Architect? 

Is not an Architect entitled to think that his client comes 
to him because he wants a home particular to his own 
needs, ideas and ego, and that he believes that he will get 
something of better quality under his Architect's supervision? 
Are we not, therefore, entitled to say about a client who 
comes to an Architect with £2,500 in his pocket, that he is 
equally responsible with the Architect who falls to this 
impossible challenge for the difficulties that arise? 

Where Green Architect is concerned, I consider the client 
to be the greater fool.

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LEGAL COMMENTARY 


Developments in

1955: I 


By F. LAYFIELD 


HE year 1955 has seen no sweeping 
changes in the law relating to 
building, housing, and allied subjects. 
Not only has case law seen no major 
departures from established principles 
but statutory changes have also mainly 
been rather limited. This has been 
something of a relief after the events of 
1954. In that year we were served with 
a diet of Statutes capable of giving at 
least five years nourishment to any 
normal student of law. This is not to 
say that the changes effected in 1956 are 
unimportant or few, but that they have 
been more in the nature of amendments 
rather than major changes. In the 
statutory and administrative fields the 
principal changes have been those 
associated with the housing programme. 
The most important cases have been 
spread over a variety of fields with little 
appreciable emphasis on any particular 
subject. Here it is proposed briefly to 
review the outstanding changes in and 
pronouncements on the law and _ its 
operation which have been made in the 
last twelve months. Perhaps the most 
outstanding matter affecting almost all 
branches of the law has been the 
extension of the County Court's 
jurisdiction. 


Jurisdiction 

The Measure which effected this 
extension was one of those Bills which 
were rescued from the lapse brought 
about by the dissolution of Parliament 
in the summer. Hitherto if a claim was 
made in the County Court for more 
than £100, whether the action was one 
of contract or of tort, the party who 
was defending the claim could require 
the action to be transferred to the High 
Court. In any event if the claim was 
for more than £200 the action had to be 
started in the High Court. This meant 
that many relatively small cases were 
heard in the High Court for which the 
County Court was thought to be a more 
appropriate forum. The Committee on 
Supreme Court Practice and Procedure, 
in its interim report, urge that more of 
these smaller cases should be heard in 
the County Court by raising the figure 
which limited its jurisdiction. The 
County Courts Act, 1955, now provides 
that the County Courts shall be entitled 
to hear actions involving sums up to 
£400 whether these are in contract or in 
tort. There is also power to raise the 
limit by Order in Council to £500. The 
most important corollary to these pro- 
visions is that Legal Aid is to be extended 


to the County Courts. This is to be 
effective from the Ist January, 1956. 
How these important and far reaching 
arrangements will work out in practice 
is still a matter of speculation. It is 
safe to assume, however, that the High 
Court list should be shortened usefully, 
thus speeding up the hearing of cases 
there. It may reasonably be predicted 
that the County Courts are now likely 
to handle many more cases affecting 
building contracts. It is also very likely 
that many other cases involving relatively 
small sums of money will now be dealt 
with a good deal more cheaply and, 
perhaps, more speedily. One of the 
dangers which may arise is that actions 
may be started under these provisions 
which might otherwise have remained 
unheard and for good reason. The 
work of the County Courts will certainly 
be watched during 1956 with renewed 
interest to see how well the new 
arrangements operate. 


Architects and the Contract 


The Architect's final certificate is one 
of the most important documents 
arising under a building contract and 
its issue often raises problems. Such a 
certificate was the subject of one of the 
year’s more interesting cases. In 
Windsor Rural District Council v. 
Otterway & Fry Limited the architect 
had issued a final certificate which, due 
to an error, provided for too big a 
payment to the Contractor. The issue 
was straightforward; Clause 24 of the 
R.I.B.A. Contract No. 6 said that the 
final certificate “* shall be conclusive,” 
while Clause 27 gave the arbitrator 
power to open up or review “Any 
certificate.” The Judge decided that 
the two Clauses, though to some extent 
in conflict must be read together. He 
held that the architect’s certificate was 
final and conclusive subject to the 
arbitrator’s power to reopen it. This 
case is also noteworthy for the advice it 
contains for professional men who act 
as arbitrators. The Judge sets out a 
number of propositions for the guidance 
of arbitrators upon the manner in 
which a case should be stated for the 
court. 

Architects came in for some praise 
by a side wind in Jennings v. Tavener. 
The roots of certain poplar trees had 
damaged the foundations of a house 
which had been purchased while in 
course of erection. Ifa house is bought 
when it is completed the purchaser is 
deemed by law to take the house as he 


finds it, unless the contract contains an 
express stipulation to the contrary. But 
“The position is quite different 
when you contract with a builder 
or with the owners of a_ building 
estate in course of development that 
they shall build a house for you or 
that you shall buy a house which is 
in course of erection by them. There 
the whole object, as both parties 

know, is that there shall be erected a 

house in which the intended purchaser 

shall come to live. It is the very 
nature and essence of the transaction 
between the parties that he will have 

a house put up there which is fit for 

them to come into as a dwelling 

house. It is plain that in those cir- 
cumstances there is an implication of 

/aw that the house shall be reasonably 

fit for the purpose for which it 

is required, that is for a human 
dwelling.” 
The Judge, to the pleasure of architects, 
and, doubtless, to the annoyance of 
builders, added the rider 
“I think it is certain that if the 
defendants had employed an architect 
to supervise the building of the 
bungalow the architect would have 
known of the dangers caused by the 
presence of these (poplar) trees.” 

A case not so favourable to architects 
was that of Strongman Limited vy. 
Sincock. In that case builders were 
suing an architect for the cost of certain 
works which they had carried out for 
him at his request. Prior to the 
commencement of work the architect 
had promised to obtain the necessary 
licences but had not done so. The 
architect now pleaded that, in conse- 
quence, the works were illegal. Giving 
judgement, Lord Justice Denning said 

** T think the law is that, although a 
man may be guilty of an offence which 
is absolutely prohibited so that he is 
answerable in a criminal court, 
nevertheless if he has been led to 
commit that offence by the representa- 
tion or by the promise of another, 
then in those circumstances he can 
recover damages for fraud if there is 
fraud, or for breach of promise or 
warranty if he proves such to have 
been given, provided always that he 
himself has not been guilty of 
culpable negligence on his part 
disabling him from that remedy.” 

The court held that there was no such 
negligence on the part of the builder 
in this case. Although the primary 
obligation was upon the builder to see 
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that there was a licence in cases when 
the owner was a layman, yet when the 
owner was an architect it was the 
practice for the architect to get the 
licence. 


Builders and the Contract 


The problems which arise when 
contract work suffers from delay are 
frequent and familiar. Some of these 
problems form the subject of Davis 
Contractors Limited v. Fareham U.D.C. 
Much of what was decided in that case 
turned upon the particular facts, but 
it was noteworthy for one statement 
among others. In the Court of Appeal, 
the facts having been reviewed, it was 
said 

“This case then becomes simply 

one where, without fault of either 
party, there has been an unexpected 
turn of events which renders the 
contract more onerous than the 
parties had contemplated. This is 
no ground for relieving the party of 
the obligation he has undertaken .. . 
When an owner employs a builder to 
do work for a fixed sum, his whole 
object is to secure himself against the 
unexpected difficulties which so often 
arise. This court could seriously 
damage the sanctity of contracts if we 
allowed a builder to charge more 
simply because, without anyone’s 
fault, the work took him much 
longer than he thought.” 


The Standard of Work 


A case of importance for builders and 
architects alike which was heard this 
year is that of Cotton v. Wallis. In this 
case a contract in the R.I.B.A. standard 
form was made between an employer 
and a builder to build a house for £1,910. 
This price was admitted to be a low one. 
The house was completed and the 
architect issued his final certificate; 
same two years afterwards the architect 
claimed fees and expenses from the 
employers. The employer counter- 
claimed that the architect had not 
exercised proper care and skill in super- 
vising the work of construction and 
alleged that the architect had not 
ensured that the house was built with 
suitable material and to adequate 
standards of workmanship. The County 
Court Judge found that some items of 
work and some materials were not as 
good as they might have been, but, as 
Lord Justice Morris observed 

** As I read the judgement of the 
Judge he takes the view that it is 
reasonable to have in mind that the 
price of the house that was being 
built was a price of £1,910. The 
evidence satisfied the judge that that 
was a low price, and I think he did 
not err in taking the view that when 
measuring the finish of the work, it 


was proper to have in mind the kind 
of house that was being built, and the 
price of that house. It seems to me 
only natural that where there is a 
house that is being built at a very 
great expense, and another house 
that is being built at a very moderate 
price, one would expect different 
quality in the work. Of course 
everything must depend upon the 
exact contract that is made. If 
someone contracts to give the very 
best possible workmanship for the 
lowest possible price then, of course, 
the contract must be carried out. 
But I do not find that the judge 
erred in principle in any way when 
he said that there was in this case the 
fact that the price was a low one, and 
when he tested the conduct of the 
architect by considering whether the 
architect acted reasonably, and 
whether he performed his contract 
with the building owner in what he 
did. Did he wrongly let the builder 
off, or did he apply his mind to 
deciding whether the builder had in 
his judgement done what under the 
contract the builder had contracted 
to do? It seems to me that the 
judge said ‘Each architect might 
have a different perception. Each 
architect might come to a slightly 
different conclusion on one set of 
facts.’ But the judge thought that 
this architect had not failed to do 
what he had contracted to do.” 
The Court of Appeal by a majority, 
Lord Justice Denning dissenting,decided 
that it had been perfectly proper for 
the County Court Judge when deciding 
the case to take into account the fact 
that the house was being built down 
to a price. 


Negligence 


As is usual the year has seen several 
cases on the perennial questions of 
negligence, as is also usual some of the 
most interesting of these cases relate 
to liability for accidents to children on 
sites occupied or in use by contractors 
for building or similar work. Perhaps 
the most interesting of these cases was 
that of Phipps v. Rochester Corporation. 
The judgement in this case contained a 
long, careful and clear review of all the 
cases which deal with this difficult 
problem. The judgement also contained 
a lucid statement of the general prin- 
ciples which govern the liability for 
children in circumstances of this kind. 
Most important of all, the case made it 
clear that the duty of occupiers and 
users of a site to those small children 
who enter on it is not unlimited. It is 
true that owners, occupiers and users 
Owe a wide duty of care to children. 
But the Judge pointed out 

“The responsibility for the safety 
of little children must rest primarily 
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upon the parents, it is their duty to 
see that such children are not allowed 
to wander about by themselves or at 
least to satisfy themselves that the 
places to which they do allow their 
children to go to unaccompanied are 
safe for them to go to. It would not 
be socially desirable if parents were 
as a matter of course able to shift the 
burden of looking after their children 
from their own shoulders to those of 
persons who have accessible bits of 
land.” 
Those who control building sites may 
well read this judgement with relief but 
they should not forget that even this 
limitation may not avail them if they 
have on their land what the law des- 
cribes as an allurement to children. 
Even if the child who is injured is a 
trespasser the occupier will be liable in 
most cases if there were something on 
the land which was likely to be an 
allurement to a small child. Such a 
state of affairs formed the subject of 
the case in Creed v. McGeogh & Sons 
Limited also decided this year. English 
law recognises that you owe a duty of 
care to your neighbour 
** As a general rule a trespasser on 
land would not be within the group 
of neighbours, but whether some 
particular person is a_ neighbour 
depends on the circumstances of a 
particular case.” 
In this instance several children had 
been playing with a trailer which was 
left on land freely used by members of 
the public and on which children often 
played. The children had been using 
the trailer as a see-saw when one of them 
was injured 
“* The defendants were fully aware 
of the risk of injury to children who 
might play on the trailer and they also 
knew that it was attractive to child- 
ren .. . One of their directors said 
that he had considered turning the 
trailer upside down as a measure of 


precaution, but had not taken this . 


course, as he thought the children 
might then sustain injury while 
playing with the wheels . . . In my 
judgement, steps could quite easily 
have been taken by the defendants 
to prevent such injury to children as 
occurred in this case either by turning 
the trailer upside down or by securing 
the towing bar in a fixed position, 
or by removing the trailer altogether. 

In these circumstances I hold that 

they were negligent.” 

The contractors in Perry v. Thomas 
Wrigley Limited were more fortunate 
because they were able to show that 
the danger concerned clearly did not 
constitute an allurement. The danger 
consisted in the existence of a long 
trench ending in a deep pit; on one 
side of this a high fence had been 
erected and a barrier had been built 
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on the other side. Steps had been 
taken to keep the public out and to keep 
children away from the site. In broad 
daylight an eight-year-old boy came 
on to the site, well knowing that he 
should not, and while there he fell into 
the pit and was injured. The pit was 
not concealed and there was nothing 
insidious about it and it was plainly no 
allurement. Accordingly the defendant 
was not liable. This case illustrates the 
old principle that the duty which is 
owed to children by the occupiers of a 
site is no higher than that which they 
Owe to adults except where there is 
something on the site which constitutes 
an allurement. 


Damages 


Actions for negligence frequently 
result in the award of damages for those 
personal injuries sustained by the com- 
plaining party. The problem of assessing 
the appropriate scale of damages is 
always a difficult one. Two points of 
particular interest in this connection 
have been considered by the courts this 
year. The first of these cases is that of 
Flowers v. George Wimpey & Co. 
Limited. If a man is awarded damages 
for personal injuries it is only right that 
some account should be taken of any 
sums which he has received or will 
receive from the State because of that 
injury. The Law Reform (Personal 
Injuries) Act, 1948, provides, amongst 
other things, that one-half of the value 
of rights which have accrued or will 
accrue in the following five years to the 
injured party from certain injury 
benefits shall be taken into account 
when assessing damages. In this case 
the court and the National Insurance 
Authorities each took a different view 
of the results caused by the injury which 
the workman had sustained. The court 
thought that the injury caused by the 
employers negligence accounted for 
about only four weeks absence by the 
workman from his work. The National 
Insurance Authorities thought on the 
other hand that the whole of the work- 
man’s incapacity which had lasted for a 
year had been attributable to the injury 
concerned. The question to be decided 
was whether the benefits payments for 
the remainder of the year, after the four 
weeks had expired, should be taken into 
account in assessing damages. The 
court thought that the value of rights 
under the Act meant the amount 
actually paid or payable in respect of 
industrial injury or industrial disable- 
ment benefits. It was not concerned to 
inquire whether such payments had 
been made because of the injury or 
because of a mistake about the nature 
of the injury. Accordingly it was 
decided that the whole of the amount 
paid in industrial benefits should be 
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taken into account in deciding the 
amount of damages. 

A case of considerable importance 
was that of The British Transport Com- 
mission v. Gourlay. This case raised an 
important question in connection with 
damages. Should an award of damages 
for personal injuries take into account 
the liability of the injured person to 
pay income tax? The argument ran 
that damages were intended to put the 
injured person as nearly as possible in 
the financial position he would have 
enjoyed had he suffered no injuries and 
therefore been able to continue his 
normal activities. Accordingly, it was 
argued, it was not right to calculate the 
capital value of the income he would 
have received in the years ahead unless 
his liability to pay tax on that income 
was also taken into account. Broadly 
speaking the House of Lords accepted 
this contention and decided that the 
courts must have regard to the liability 
of the injured person to pay tax insofar 
as damages consisted of compensation 
for the loss of earning capacity. This 
may mean that much smaller damages 
will be awarded in future than have 
hitherto been current in some kinds of 
case. It will certainly set the courts 
some very difficult problems when they 
come to apply this simple-sounding 
principle to practical cases. For the 
present it has caused a good deal of 
controversy and a certain amount of 
surprise. 


Houses and Gardens 


Some of the most attractive develop- 
ment to be found in our towns consists 
of houses set about a central open space. 
The London squares provide typical 
examples of this kind of design as do 
the crescents of Bath and Cheltenham. 
Very often the houses which abut on 
the garden of a square enjoy in common 
the use of it. This very common and 
convenient arrangement was questioned 
in a case decided early in 1955 and 
lately considered on appeal by the Court 
of Appeal. The court Jn Re Ellenborough 
Park was asked to say whether the 
frontagers on the park had any enforce- 
able rights to continue to enjoy the use 
of the park. It was argued that what- 
ever the grant made to the original 
purchasers of the surrounding plots by 
the owner of the park such rights did 
not constitute an easement known to the 
law. The Master of the Rolls said 

The substantial question raised 
in this appeal is whether . . . the 
owners of certain houses fronting 
upon, or, in some few cases, adjacent 
to the garden or park known as 

Ellenborough Park in Weston-Super- 

Mare, have any right known to the 

law, and now enforceable by them 

against the owners of the park, to the 
use and enjoyment of the park...” 
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The Court of Appeal gave a lengthy, 
exhaustive and informative review of 
cases which bear upon this question of 
considerable interest and importance.” 
They concluded that the right to enjoy 
the use and enjoyment of such gardens 
was a common and clearly understood 
conception. The court thought that 
there was nothing repugnant to a man’s 
ownership or possession of a piece of 
land that he should decide to make it 
and maistain it as an ornamental 
garden and grant rights to a limited 
number of people to come into it to 
enjoy its amenities. They held that the 
Judge had been right in finding that the 
right to use such a garden for recreation 
and amusement was a right known to the 
law and that the adjoining house owners 
accordingly had enforceable rights in 
that connection. 


Town and Country Planning 


This year has seen the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1954, come into 
full operation. Accompanied and 
buttressed by the inevitable spate of 
regulations, the Act came into force 
on the Ist January, 1955. The actual 
machinery involved appears to be 
working fairly well and a great many 
claims under Part | of the Act have 
been made. What the effect of the 
policy embodied in the legislation will 
be it is as yet too early to tell but 
certainly there has been nothing as yet 
to suggest that the many critics of 
the Act were wrong when they in- 
veighed against its passage. It has 
certainly contributed to the still-rising 
tide of planning appeals which seem to 
be now running at around 700 a month. 
The appointment by the Government of 
the Franks Committee in the autumn of 
last year will no doubt afford yet 
another excuse for delaying action 
to improve the management of 
planning appeals. An interesting and 
constructive debate in the House of 
Commons on the 16th December last 
year on this topic was wound up by the 
Parliamentary Secretary of the Ministry 
of Housing. He replied to this very 
cogent debate with only one main 
comment, namely, that these problems 
must be considered by the Franks 
Committee and we must wait for their 
report before anything further is done. 

The year has also seen almost the 
last of the Development Plans submitted 
to the Minister of Housing. A good 
many of these plans have now been 
approved. Interest has begun to turn 
to the quinquennial review. This 
formed the subject of Circular 9/55 
issued early in the year and entitled 
“First Review of Approved Development 
Plans.” The most important observa- 
tion in this circular was that 

“The Minister considers that the 


; 
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purpose of the first review will best 
be served by keeping within the period 
of the existing plans reserving until 
the second review a_ substantial 
extension of the period.” 
The public are still keenly awaiting any 
indication from the Ministry of what 
method it is proposed to employ under 
the Act in order to achieve the amend- 
ment and variation of the approved 
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plans. Many laymen now find the 
existing approved plans difficult to 
understand in their unamended version. 
It is, therefore, greatly to be hoped that 
the method of revision will be simple 
and accurate. It is even more to be 
hoped that an announcement on this 
and many other of the problems con- 
nected with the review will not be one 
of the Ministry’s more belated publica- 
tions. 


The year has not been a happy one 
for planning generally and the general 
sense of frustration and impotence has 
also pervaded the legal aspects of the 
subject. The achievements in planning 
law last year were as unremarkable and 
incomprehensible as in any year since 
1946.

The Motorway and its Environment 


A paper given to the R.I.B.A. on 10th January 
by Sir OWEN WILLIAMS, K.B.E., M.dnst.C.E. 


|= subject of this Paper is “* The 

Motorway and its Environment.” 
It is not my intention this evening to 
present or even conjure up pictures of 
the finished results. It is rather an 
attempt to set the conditions and 
problems in true perspective. 

As there is no motorway in this 
country, exactly what if means will vary 
with each individual according to his 
imagination or interest. To some with 
an eye on business it is a paradise of 
bulldozers, mixers and materials; but to 
others, the general public, it is a ribbon 
winding—or writhing—through _ the 
countryside, and in the imagination 
even the width of this ribbon varies; 
and of course there is a big difference in 
what is imagined by the motorway user 
and by the motorway neighbours. Now, 
before embarking upon any theory or 
suggestions as to what may be done to 
or with a motorway, one must first 
consider its planning conditions and, 
first of all—what is a motorway? 

So far, the usual type of road is on 
ground level intersecting other roads on 
the same level and open to all classes of 
traffic. The motorway is associated in 
most minds with fly-overs, i.e., separa- 
tion from all other intersecting roads, 
and probably that single feature is the 
distinctive characteristic of the motor- 
way and its greatest influence on 
environment. The motorway is intended 
exclusively for mechanical traffic and 
the fly-over facilitates its control. The 
fly-over also achieves a higher degree of 
road safety, but—what is not generally 
known-—it is under certain circum- 
stances an economy. The cost of a 
fly-over taken by itself may seem 
extravagant, and generally that is 
accepted on the score of safety and 
speed. In point of fact, the fly-over will 
increase the traffic efficiency of the 
motorway by anything from two to three 
times, whereas the cost of providing 
fly-overs as against level crossings adds 
only one-third to the total cost of the 
motorway. From this it follows that for 
high intensity traffic, which would be the 
only justification for building motor- 
ways in this country, all new motorways 
should for efficiency and overall capital 
cost have fly-overs. This of course does 


not apply in countries of low traffic 
intensity such as Canada. The necessity 
for fly-overs in this country is em- 
phasised as it has a profound influence 
on the environment, calling for embank- 
ments and cuttings to negotiate the 
existing traffic routes. 

We all know that the straight line 
between two points is the shortest, but 
fortunately even a comparatively large 
departure from the straight line does not 
add so much to the distance. A motor- 
way cannot be in a straight line owing 
to natural and artificial conditions and 
it is interesting to consider how much it 
can depart without detriment to the 
user. Existing routes between any two 
points in this country are in general 
124 per cent. longer than the straight or 
** crow-flying ” line, that is to say, that 
if you were to measure the straight line 
on a map you would find that the road 
reference books give a length of about 
12} per cent. more. To increase the 
distance between two points by 124 per 
cent. allows a total deflection laterally 
from the straight line of about 25 per 
cent. of the length of the route. If you 
make a _ half-circle connecting two 
points, that is to say a SO per cent. 
departure from the length, there is an 
increase of approximately 50 per cent. 
on the mileage. Generally, up to 124 per 
cent. increase in route length may be 
termed “ direct” but after that it may 
literally be ** circuitous.’’ Experience on 
by-passes shows that any material 
increase in distance between two points 
on a new route is disastrous to its use. 
For example, a by-pass making a half- 
circle of a town has proved to be little 
used. Existing roads or their tracks 
were there first and everything has grown 
up around them. Their 124 per cent. 
increase in length over the “ crow- 
flying ’’ line was caused by natural 
conditions. The motorway comes in 
when the existing roads have already 
occupied the best positions and has to 
be fitted into a country well built up. 
Therefore there is a pressure to make 
them tend towards the circuitous— 
which would be against the value of the 
motorway. The motorway must there- 
fore struggle hard to get a route which 
is certainly not longer than the existing 


road and this is a definite limitation to 
the choice of route. In general, the 
motorway should keep as near to 
centres of population on its route as 
possible, right up to the limit of their 
likely development but not so as to 
make too big a detour for this purpose 
if it alters the distance between the 
terminals by materially more than 124 
per cent. 

Another condition is the reduction of 
up and down gradients. If the two ends 
of the motorway have, say, a natural 
actual difference in level of SO0Oft. this 
must, of course, be climbed. The sum 
of all the up-gradients—which is termed 
“the ineffective rise,” i.e., beyond the 
necessary climb—must be kept down to 
a minimum and certainly must not be 
more than what is found on the existing 
roads, which again have the advantage 
of the best positions and without any 
fly-overs to negotiate. 

These two factors of * directness of 
route and minimum climb ” restrict 
the choice of the route and in a country 
such as ours, which is comparatively 
flat and without great natural obstruc- 
tions, they can become the governing 
conditions, whereas in mountainous or 
otherwise obstructed terrain pure en- 
gineering conditions control. 

Now why is it necessary to enumerate 
these conditions when dealing with 
environment? It is these conditions 
which influence the environment and it 
will be influenced more or less according 
to the density of population in various 
countries. To impinge on the conditions, 
the value of the motorway may be 
seriously impaired, even made useless, 
so that it cannot be pushed about-all 
over the map for any light reason. This 
country is essentially high density 
built-up with about one person per 
acre compared with, say, British Colum- 
bia with 200 acres per person and where 
the roads may have one house per 100 
miles. We here, in contrast, have as 
many as 100 land interests per mile or 
even more. Dealing with the distur- 
bance, severance and livelihood of these 
interests is the root of the problem of 
environment. Maintaining natural and 
artificial drainage, roads, railways, 
canals and—not to be forgotten— 
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Meet Ginger Johnstone, Form 2a.

footpaths and avoiding as far as possible 
the cutting of farmland and other 
properties becomes of paramount im- 
portance. The motorway with fly-overs 
not connected with the existing roads 
may easily become, so to speak, a dam 
or barrier cutting the country into 
sections only to be countered by ample 
access under and over; maintaining 
roads, footways, farm tracks, and all 
other services, which in a country like 
ours results in two or three bridges per 
mile, whereas in a low density unbuilt-up 
country there is more likely to be only 
one bridge every 20 or 30 miles. These 
are the differences between our problem 
and that of Canada or the greater part 
of the United States. Here it is a 
delicate operation far removed from 
the bulldozer and mixer conception. 
It is necessary to have this broad view of 
environment before getting to the 
details of its treatment, but apart from 
subsequent treatment it is as well to 
emphasise what the route of a motorway 
in this country means as a land problem. 

With a dictatorship presumably the 
motorways could be started at any time, 
although not necessarily in the right 
places, as has been proved elsewhere. 
Democracy demands consideration of 
all interests, large and small, and this 
takes time. On a road, say only seven 
miles long with 900 land interests, there 
may be as many as 9,000 land plans and 
those who demand a shortening of the 
negotiating time are almost certainly 
the first to shout ** Crichel Down ”™ if it 
is done. It is seldom found, to put it 
mildly, that anyone finding the motor- 
way passing even at the bottom of his 
garden joins in the demand for im- 
mediate action. On the other hand, 
those who have no danger of this are 
loud in their demands for rapid action. 
Ministerial enquiries for the protection 
of these interests may seem long drawn 
out, but what is the alternative? Is it 
better to save time at the expense of 
sacrificing individual interests? 

With this broad view of environment, 
some line can be seen of achievement and 
treatment. Individuals picture the 
motorway narrow or wide according to 
their knowledge or imagination. It is in 
fact no narrow ribbon. It is something 
over 100ft. wide, about four or five 
times as wide as the average existing 
road, plus width of embankments—and 
that must be pictured first. Having 
fly-overs, i.e., passing over or under all 
transport routes, and having the added 
difficulty of being last in the field and 
therefore having to take the more 
difficult lines, and with the need to 
minimise ineffective rise, the motorway 
is largely either on embankment or in 
cutting, indeed it may be about half of 
each. The motorway user may travel up 
to a half of his time between banks of 
varying heights. It is the treatment of 
these embankments and cuttings which 
is the most important visually, both to 
the surrounding population and to the 
user of the road. If the cutting is in rock 
—unusual here—the almost perpendi- 
cular face is practical and not un- 
pleasant, but if the cutting is—as is 


more usual—in clay or something 
similar, the banks will slope about 30 
degrees. If they are made steeper they 
will not be stable, and anything flatter 
is not permissible from the point of 
view of cost and the waste of land. 
These sloping banks are not so fearsome 
when in comparatively shallow cuttings 
but can be most unpleasant in deeper 
cuttings, say 30 to SOft. 

There is a good engineering case for 
flatter slopes in the deeper cuttings and 
this can be achieved by the simple 
expedient of using a flatter angle, but 
there is a preferable method of obtaining 
the object of flatter slopes, namely by 
using the same slope of 30 degrees 
interrupted at various heights by narrow 
platforms or shelves, usually termed 
“berms.” These are useful for the 
maintenance of the slopes and trees 
can be planted on them and so act as 
some protection against slides and 
erosion due to the drainage on long 
slopes. The slopes of great depth will 
therefore be broken up by shelves with 
clumps of trees, increasing their pleasant- 
ness to the road user. Embankments 
supporting the road should be treated 
in the same manner, and indeed there 
is a greater engineering need here for 
the shelves or berms which would give 
the same relief to the surrounding 


population. This means that the slopes 
of embankments and cuttings have to 
be designed in detail, which is not 
unreasonable when the magnitude of 
their visual area is considered. 

There is one aspect of road planning 
little known generally as it is a com- 


paratively recent development; this is 
known as “ flowing alignment,” which 
may be defined as the correlation of the 
vertical and horizontal curves of the 
road surface, the object generally being 
to have the tangents of both curves 
coinciding, thus relieving the road user 
of disjointed perspectives. This is 
undoubtedly a valuable influence on his 
environment, giving sweeping lines 
without * kinks.” This is an important 
factor on the siting of the motorway, 
but must not be carried to extremes as it 
can then be very restrictive on siting and 
lead to very heavy earth-works. It is 
clear that the minimum amount of 
earthworks, i.e., excavations and em- 
bankments, cause the least present and 
ultimate disturbance to the countryside. 
If the country were dead level there 
would be, even so, a_ considerable 
amount of earthworks to go up or down 
over fly-overs every half-mile or so. The 
reduction of the earthworks to a 
minimum is to the good in the relation 
to environment, apart from cost. It is 
always as well to keep a maximum 
excavation figure in mind when planning 
as a sort of overall * tell-tale.” 

The motorway itself is divided by a 
central reserve so as to form two 
carriageways, and on the central reserve 
with the planning necessity for mini- 
mising the distraction of on-coming 
headlights there would be detached 
clumps of bushes which the planning 
necessity allows to be fairly widely 
spaced, achieving their object without 
a continuous hedge and with greater

satisfaction to the road user. Tree 
planting beyond the width of the road 
itself is valuable as a sound barrier but 
with restrictive conditions of visibility 
and foundation disturbance. The use of 
these on high embankments and cuttings 
has already been mentioned. 

Coming now to the structures on the 
motorway, these are principally bridges, 
sometimes over and sometimes under, 
and it is not my intention now to 
present any conception of results but to 
state the conditions which in a way 
require a new conception of them. 
Indeed the majority can hardly be 
called bridges but rather tunnels through 
the embankments. The width of the 
motorway, over 100ft., inevitably 
makes any access under it something 
more than that in length. There may be 
a very small span, usually up to 40 to 
50ft., i.e., giving a tunnel effect. To 
most of us a bridge means the support 
by a comparatively narrow structure in 
which the opposite side is seen almost 
as clearly as the forward side, whereas 
for the majority of these underbridges— 
and there are many of them—the tunnel 
effect is what would be seen. At times 
in the past it has been half seriously 
suggested that bridges should be promi- 
nent, indeed to be felt as a hump to 
those passing over them and approached 
on a curve so as to be seen, but this of 
course only when bridges are not very 
numerous and the road narrow, even if 
it were a good idea at any time. With 
two to three bridges per mile it is quite 
a dfferent matter; for example, if there 
were short parapets the road user would 
be subjected to a monotonous irritation 
of “ flick-flick ** from parapets every 
half-mile and from the point of view of 
the surrounding countryside the line of 
the motorway would be impaired. The 
ideal is to have unobtrusive perforations 
of the embankments to carry on 
unbrokenly the line of the motorway 
with its hedges right over the tunnel 
mouths. 

The usual governing consideration 
for bridges crossing the motorway is 
minimum thickness of construction to 
reduce gradients and earthworks in the 
crossing roads, and as main services 
have to be carried over such bridges 
requiring a kind of box-type parapet as 
a service duct. 

The railways had a relatively free 
hand in a country of far less population 
and were allowed almost to wreck the 
existing roads by distorting them both 
in plan and gradient so as to ease their 
bridging problems; but this not permis- 
sible now, with the result that there is 
yet another condition influencing the 
siting of the motorway. 

There are two definite credits to be 
given to the motorway in its general 
influence on the countryside. By its 
complete limitation of access there can 
be no question of any development, 
ribbon or otherwise, alongside it. But 
there is an even more valuable positive 
advantage to look forward to. The 
motorway will attract the heavy and 
fast traffic from the existing roads and 
return them, to a large extent, to a more 
reasonable and quiet use.
